" An immense amount of evid 
collected within the last few years, 
lends to show thai the semicircular 
canals of the internal oar have no- 
thing lo do with ihe function ,.f 
hearing, hut are organs of a special 
nnrecogniaed as such : 
the sense, namely, of trans] 
through space, which in its more 
extreme degrees becomes the feeling 

liness or vertigo. It. occur- 
red to me that, if this theory were 
true. .some, at least, of the inmates 
of deaf and dumb institutions ought 
to prove insusceptible of experienc- 
ing this latter sensation, for in some 
either the whole auditory nerve is 
probablj degenerated, or else its am- 
pullar terminations will have shared 
the local [ate, w halever n be. 
has abolished the bearing fundi. his 

cochlea. 

•• An inquiry was aooordinglj sel 

on fooi. of which the results al 
ready most beautifully confirm the 
modern theory. A very large num- 
ber of Ihe deaf-mutes examined are 
either wholly incapable of being 
made d.iz/.y by the most Violent l'o 

xporience bin a >lieht 
iranseieni giddiness. Others, as was 
to he expected, are stronel] and 
normally affected. The difference 

in the diameter of the two extreme 

classes of patients is so striking as 

io leave no room for mistake, and 
lo banish doubt from the most 
sceptical spectator's mind. In the 
Horace Mann School in Boston, 

where 54 children were whirled in a 
rotary swing, (by far the purest and 
most powerful means of inducing 

vertigo,) only two were made
